Wind-aided blaze destroys rural mobile home

A niral mobile home east of Didsbury 
was totally destroyed on Sept. 2 when a 
wind-aided fire broke out and engulfed the 
structure before firefighters had a chance 
to minimize the destruction. 

Firefighters from four municipalities 
converged on the residence, 20 kilometres 
east of Didsbury near the intersection of 
Hwy. 582 and Hwy. 791, early in the after¬ 
noon after receiving a call that smoke was 
billowing out from the residence. 

When firefighters arrived at the mobile 
home shortly before 1:30 p.m. it was too 
late. 

"We didn't have a chance to extinguish 
it," said Bob Wright, deputy fire chief of 
the Didsbury Fire Department. “The house 
was fully charged with smoke and the 
back end was fully engulfed with flames 
shooting out." 

Wright said the occupants of the resi¬ 
dence, two parents and one child, had just 
arrived home when they noticed the 
smoke coming out the 1,200 sq. ft, struc¬ 


ture. Another child had not arrived home 
from school. There were no other people 
or animals inside the house. 

He said a total of 21 firefighters from 
Didsbury, Carstairs, Olds and Linden were 
at the scene battling the blaze. 

Wright said high winds were an addition¬ 
al challenge to firefighters who were 
forced to battle the blaze with extreme 
caution. 

“It was untenable to go inside because of 
the intense heat and unstable structure,” 
said Wright, noting that at one point the 
structure’s back end roof collapsed. “We 
had to go to defensive mode for safety rea¬ 
sons.” 

He said it took firefighters about 40 min¬ 
utes to control the fire. There were no 
injuries to any of the firefighters who were 
at the scene battling the fire. 

Wright said the occupants of the house 
are being cared for by family members. 

He said the cause of the blaze is still 
under investigation. 

“We kind of know (cause) but I don’t 
want to speculate right now," said 
Wright.

Tlx* woman chained after 
two Akila dogs attacked a 
man, a woman, ;uid a dog on a 
Mountain View County 
acreage near Didsbury in July 
will go to trial in November. 

Andrea Marie Strung plead¬ 
ed not guilty before 
Commissioner Danny Elliott 
in Didsbury provincial court 
Friday to three charges under 
Mountain View County's ani¬ 
mal control bylaw: two counts 
of allowing a dog to bite and 
one count of allowing a dog to 
cause damage to property. 

On July 26, a 27-year-old 
woman and a 28-year-old man, 
as well as their pet I eagle, 
were returning home to their 
rental suite southwest of 
Didsbury when the Akitas, a 
male and a female, in the 
garage at the property 
attacked them, polite say. 


The female Akita lunged at 
tin* woman and when the in;in 
tried to intervene, tire male <k>g 
attacked lrint. Tire couple only 
escaped the garage after 
repeatedly striking tin- animals 
with a pipe. 

Both the woman and the 
man suffered extensive bite 
wounds on their arms, torsos, 
hands and thighs. Tire couples 
Ixxrgle received severe bite 
wounds. 

Last month the owner of tlie 
dogs agreed to have them put 
down. 

Strang did not attend 
Friday’s court session. Her 
lawyer, Roy Shellnut appeared 
on her behalf and entered tin* 
not guilty pleas. 

At the same time the Crown 
withdrew three charges 
against a second individual, 
Derek Tessier, who was also 
cliaiged following tin* July 26 
attack

Beverage recycling gets boost

Didsbury will soon see a 
variety of bottle and can 
recycling bins sprout up 
across town in and around 
il.s businesses, after an altru¬ 
istic gesture from the 
Didsbury Bottle Depot. 

As sustaining resources 
and recycling continue to 
be hot button issues in 
Alberta, Didsbury Bottle 
Depot’s owner/operator 
Davinder Johal decided to 
take initiative to apply for a 
provincial grant that pro¬ 
vides funding for communi¬ 
ty recycle bins. 

Johal said the Town of 
Didsbury was granted 
$15,(XX) for the purchase of 
recycling bins from Alberta 
Beverage Container 

Recycling Corporation 
(ABCRC). 

So far, he has purchased a 
handful of blue recycling 
bins (A variety of plastic, 
metal, and tamper-proof 
bins), which await distribu¬ 
tion throughout the town 


after their recent arrival. 

“I got 40 (plastic bins), and 
20 of those I gave to the ()lds 
College, because they want¬ 
ed to - they bring the bott les 
to me,” he said. 

Didsbury took 14 of the 
blue plastic bias, and Johal 
said he is still seeking a 
home for the six remaining 
plastic bins. 

“I will talk to the high 
school and see if they want 
any, and the elementary 
school." 

Mayor Brian Wittal said 
the Town of Didsbury Ls very 
thankful that citizeas like 
Johal take initiative to Ix'tter 
the community. 

“He did a fair bit of work to 
track down this funding, and 
order these bins in - it’s fairly 
substantial. It continues to 
heighten the awareness 
around the importance of 
recycling.” 

Not only will this keep the 
bottles and cans off the 
street and out of garbages, 
said Wittal, hut the revenue 
generated from the collec- 
tioas will lx* reinvested into a 


variety of community ven¬ 
tures. 

“We’re not recycling jast to 
save the planet so to speak, 
hut we are also helping to 
fundraise for worthy proj¬ 
ects. 

Funds will lx* put towards 
children’s programs and 
FCSS (Family and 
Community Social Services) 
programs, Wittal said. 

“So if you don’t need that 
dime from your pop can, and 
you want to put it in there, at 
least you know it’s going to 
something worthwhile for 
the community.” 

“This is just one more 
thing that’s done quietly, 
behind the scenes, but it def¬ 
initely has a positive impact 
for the community and 
shows the community sup¬ 
port he has.” 

As for Johal, he says he is 
simply happy to help. 

“They’re giving us every¬ 
thing for free, so we have to 
take advantage of that," said 
Johal. “If I’m getting some¬ 
thing free for the conununity, 

I ll do it."

The town’s Subdivision and Development Appeal Board 
is set to hear an appeal today of a Municipal Planning

Bruce Milne is appealing the decision, saying the high 
density residential development proposed by 
Morris Monk is too high.

Milne, who owns a home directly north of tho 
the project (the two buildings share a back ' 

alley on the same block), said he could poten- BR 

daily lose nearly a third of his sunlight due to afft 

the proposed building’s height. 

Milne estimates that most of his home’s windows will he 
without sunlight 114 days of the year, which he says he 
calculated using the proposed building’s height, the dis¬ 
tance from his home to the building, and algebra. 

“I’m not against development. 1 think everybody wants 
to move the town forward. The overall problem with the 
thing is, it’s just too big. That’s the heart of the appeal." 

Using an online solar calculator from the NOAA 
(National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration of the 
U.S.), Milne was also able to determine the sun reaches a 
minimum angle of 15 degrees during winter solstice - a 
full 11 degrees less than the 26 degrees he calculates it 
should take for the sun to peak over the top of the devel¬ 
opment and hit his kitchen window. 

Although there currently aren’t town bylaws that specif¬ 
ically target building height or shadow casting, Milne 
cited the Central Core Heritage Plan, which was adopted 
into bylaw in April of 2008. 

“It becomes an important document here,” said Milne. 
“The actual Core Heritage Plan states ‘New development 
should have similar heights and widths to the existing his¬ 
torical buildings." 

“In this case, I don’t think proper attention has been 
paid to height and width. The developer and the MPC 
haven’t taken that into consideration in this project, and 
that needs to be addressed.” 

Milne said he debated long and hard over whether or not 


he would file the appeal, because he was concerned that 
there may be “negative consequences” that come of it. 
“I’m not trying to throw stones, and I'm not trying to

Senior enraged 
with late tax penalty 

Open letter to 
Didsbury town council 

Do you really know what you are doing and the possi¬ 
ble effect that it could have? 

For one day late of my annual taxes, paid on the long 
July 1 weekend, you applied a penalty that works out to 
an annual rate of 33,500 per cent. On top of that while e- 
niailing back and forth with the person sitting in the 
mayor’s chair (on this particular subject) you added an 
additional annual rate of 60 per cent (4 per cent per 
month). 

What federal or provincial law allows that? Is there a 
law? Or is it a rule? Or is it a practice? 

I paid these taxes by Internet transfer. If I had put a 
cheque in the mail you would have gotten it much later 
but would have deemed it to be on time. 

What inconvenience did the Town of Didsbury get to 
warrant this one day, 33,500 per cent interest? 

At most the lost interest (based on current T Bill rates) 
could possibly be as much as two cents. 

A military general during the Second World War said 
that “hiding behind rules is a sign of an empty mind. It 
shows no freedom of thought or ability to think on your 
own." 

Without quoting rules and regulations I would like 
each of you, individually, to explain why you think that 
this one day, 33,500 per cent annual interest is fair or 
even reasonable! 

When I first phoned the mayor with my problem he 
said that he would talk to the administration and get it 
straightened out. He then went to the administrator who 
quoted a rule. 

The person sitting in the mayor’s chair immediately 
abrogated his position and threw his brain and common 
sense out the window (one day late). 

I classify this invoice as a theft by elected non¬ 
indictable loan sharks. The only option I have is non-pay¬ 
ment (of this loan shark imposed obligation)! 

If I make that choice, what are the possible results? 

Our bean-counters would continually add monthly the 60 
per cent annual interest rate (4 per cent per month) to 
my so-called unpaid taxes up to the point that you take 
my house for these so-called unpaid taxes. My wife and I 
are then left homeless but you really, really have shown 
me and fixed me because I had the temerity to deny you 
two cents interest (even though my Internet transfer was 
more than the taxes)!

Inconsistent approach to 
MPC’s decision on condo 


I am writing this letter in regards 
to the decision of the Didsbury 
Municipal Planning Commission 
concerning the Heritage Crossing 
apartment building proposed for 
Didsbury. 

As a neighbour, I agree that the 
proposed lot needs to have some¬ 
thing built on it or if nothing else, be 
seeded so that it does not detract 
from the neighbourhood, but I hard¬ 
ly expected such a huge construc¬ 
tion to be approved. 

Heritage Crossing is projected to 
be 22 feet higher than The 
Brownstones at the highest ridge 
line and 12 feet higher than the 
Campus Green condominiums. This 
is way too tall to be plunked into the 
middle of residential homes. 

Not only is the building too tall, it 
has too many units for the size of 
property, it takes up too much space 
on the property, it is too close to the 
street on the west side and it is not 
going to provide the required park¬ 
ing for a building of this size. 

Honestly, I don't know what the 
MPC is thinking. 1 know that the 
town needs buildings of this nature, 
but they should be within reason 
and be appropriate for the neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

My biggest fmstration with at least 
some members of the MPC is the 
way they make up and disregard 
rules at their convenience. 


When my husband and I built in 
the neighbourhood a few years ago, 
the MPC proposed numerous rules 
we had to abide by, one of which 
was that we were not allowed to 
build a two-storey home on our 
property. 

Their reasoning was that it was 
too close to the museum and they 
did not want anything to block its 
view or detract from it in any way. 
They even questioned the height of 
our one-storey raised bungalow. 

When we pointed out that a good 
share of the other homes in the area 
were two-storey and did not follow 
the multitude of other rules they 
gave us, we were informed that this 
is a historical area of town and they 
wanted to start a new precedent. 

Naturally we assumed that any fur¬ 
ther construction in this area would 
have to follow this same ‘new prece¬ 
dent’. 

This was sorely not the case, how¬ 
ever. 

So far nothing that has been built 
after us has followed the same rules. 
Case in point, the three-storey 
Brownstones directly beside the 
museum. 

Apparently a two-storey home is 
tot) tall on the east side of the muse¬ 
um, but three storeys on the west 
side is totally fine. Does this make 
sense to anyone? 

Now we are faced with an even 
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taller four-storey on the other side of 
us that breaks every rule as to size 
and this was not a problem for cer¬ 
tain MPC members. 

Apparently you need to be a devel¬ 
oper that can offer a larger tax base 
to the town to bypass whatever rules 
you please. 

Even more upsetting to me was to 
be present at the meeting and then 
find out that the one person we 
thought would represent our views 
was informed that he was not 
allowed to speak. 

The other member that declared a 
conflict of interest spoke freely at 
the meeting. 

As far as I am concerned, it is not 
even a conflict of interest to be a 
neighbour to the proposed project. 

Why should we not have a voice? 
Every member of the committee 
comes to the meeting with some 
form of bias, whether it be concern 
for the neighbourhood or concern 
for the town tax base. 

At this point I am very frustrated 
with the whole process and the lack 
of consistency with rules for this 
committee. 

Is it really too much to ask for you 
to show moderation in what you 
approve and to follow a consistent 
set of rules?

Belly dancing an art form 


I'm watching my son and his 
daughter doing dishes - sure 
the kitchen is getting clean - 
but what's really cool is 
they're dancing to Party Rock 
Anthem. Kelly's only seven but 
she's got a beat; they join 
together, “Everybody just have 
a good time." A few crazy 
struts and hand jives and a 
“Shake It" in unison. They gig¬ 
gle. So cool. 

The Hopi Indians say “To 
watch us dance is to hear our 
hearts speak.” Not only is this 
true for my kids in the kitchen, but visit¬ 
ing with local belly dancer, Mersaiah, 1 
could hear her heart speaking as she 
talked about the joyful dances she cre¬ 
ates and the true enjoyment she gets 
from dancing, not only on a performance 
level, but by teaching others as well. 

We were sitting having coffee, but her 
hands ... and her eyes ... danced as she 
talked about her craft and the relation¬ 
ships she has developed over the years 
with other women. 

“Belly dancing allows women to con¬ 
nect to their feminine side,” she said. 
“Their inner goddess. It's more spiritual 
than exercise,” she added. “It is exercise, 
but you actually forget you're working 
out.” 

Mersaiah, otherwise known as Jami 
Skoyen, moved to Didsbury earlier this 
year and has brought her Goddess 
Rhythms Belly Dance to our community. 

The purpose is to help women connect 
to their “inner goddess”, healing and 
empowering women as individuals, and 
in a group. 

Belly dance is the most ancient dance 
known to man. 

“It originated in birthing and coming of 
age ceremonies," says Mersaiah, “and 


was designed for women 
dancing for women.” 

The dance celebrates 
women and is a way for 
women to express them¬ 
selves. 

What we envision when 
we hear “belly dance” 
came from Hollywood, 
when producers, looking 
for something different, 
travelled to the Middle 
East and saw women 
dancers. They interpret¬ 
ed it as “belly” dancing, 
but that's really a misnomer. The dance is 
actually known for being incredibly 
demanding of all regions of the body, not 
just the belly. 

What Hollywood created was more of a 
stage production, rather than the spiritu¬ 
al dance of its origins. 

“Many dancers feel a deep sense of 
spirituality simply from the act of danc¬ 
ing, even when they're not consciously 
seeking it. 

The traditional belly dance tells a 
story. “This is an ancient art form we tell 
in a modern way,” says Mersaiah. She 
uses zills (tiny metallic finger cymbals) 
as an accent to the music, and will be 
accompanied by maracas and drum 
music. The beat represents the human 
heartbeat and strong drum rhythms. The 
music, dance, poetry, and costumes meld 
into performances you will remember 
for years. 

The Goddess Rhythms Belly Dance 
troupe has dancers banding together to 
explore a shared artistic vision, so pre¬ 
pare yourself to be attracted to the sense 
of community and the feeling of belong¬ 
ing. Don't be surprised if you find your¬ 
self joining in.
